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in Kern, Riverside, and Ventura cos., CA). Malacothrix stebbinsii bolts earlier, flowers 
earlier, and the flowers are white rather than yellow as in M. clevelandii. Both species 
are self-compatible and highly self-pollinating even when the florets are not mechani¬ 
cally disturbed. Meiosis in M. stebbinsii is regular and stainable pollen ranges from 90 
to 100 percent in field-collected and cultivated material.—W. S. Davis, Department of 
Biology, University of Louisville, Louisville, KY 40208.
